You entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse “Padron,” at the 41st 
Annual Spring Fun Show which tested positive for Octamethylcyclotetrasiloxane, 
Decamethylcyclopentasiloxane, Benzocaine, and Sulfur.
